CENSUS OF THE BRITISH INDIES. 


_Consul-General Guenther, of Frankfort, has extracted from the 
English Blue Book the following facts and figures: 

The British East Indies comprise 1,766,597 square miles with 
a population of 294,000,000, almost 41,000,000 more than twenty 
years ago. This population lives in 2,148 cities and 728,605 vil- 
lages with 55,841,315 dwellings. Two hundred and sixty-five 
million live in the country, and of these 192,000,000 support them- 
selves entirely by agricultural pursuits. The chief product is rice. 
with which 70,000,000 of acres are planted. Last year the rice 
‘op amounted to 439,280,700 hundred weight. Of wheat 
which comes second. the crop was only 9,600,000 hundredweight. 
Of the population 207,000,000 are Hindoos and 62,000,000 Moham- 
medans. The total number of Christians is 2,923,241, of whom 2.- 
600,000 are natives, an increase of 700,000 in ten years. In the 
whole of India there are only 18,000 Jews; 277,000,000 can neither 
read nor write. The taxes per capita of population increased 
from 36 cents ten years ago to 45 cents at present. The total 
railroads of India yielded last year a net revenue of £860,660, 
while only five years ago the deficit amounted to £620,000.

OUR COMMERCE WITH THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


Commerce between the United States and the Philippine 
Islands seems likely to aggregate about 20 million dollars in the 
year which ends with the present month. While only ten months’ 
figures of the present calendar year are available, they so much 
exceed those of any earlier year to justify the belief that the total 
will reach about 20 millions, against about 15 millions in 1904, 
10 millions in 1900, 4 millions in 1898, and a little over 4 millions 
in 1897, the year prior to American occupation. ‘Thus it seems 
likely that our trade with the islands in the year about to end 
will be nearly four times as great as the last year of Spanish 
control, and approximately four times as great as the average 
during the several years prior to American occupation. Prior 
to the year 1899 exports from the United States to the Philip- 
pine Islands had never exceeded a quarter of a million dollars. 
In the present year they will aggregate nearly 6 million dollars, 
or certainly twenty times as much as in any year prior to Ameri- 
can occupation. Imports from the islands, which ranged between 
four and five million dollars per annum prior to 1899, were in 
1y02, 10 million dollars; in 1903, 12% millions, and in 1905 will 
be about 14 millions, or about three times as much as the 
average prior to American occupation. 

This increase in trade witn the islands is distributed through 
a large number of articles, especially in the case of exports, which 
have grown from $69,459 in 1897, the year before the American 
occupation, to about 6 million in 1905. 

The table which follows shows the value of imports from 
and exports to the Philippine Islands in each of the calendar years 
from 1895 to 1904, and in the ten months of the calendar year 
1905:

GUARD AGAINST WASTING TIME. . 
We realize the value of time in the payment and discountin 
bills. Do we realize it in our own office work? Do we value 
our own time enough to guard against the encroachments of idle 
talk, half-hearted attention to business, outside considerations? 
A man’s time is the only part of his capital supplied him ready 
made, and that he cannot increase by any amount of effort, oF 
any partnership arrangement. All he can do is to make the 
most of what he has by taking care of it. In how many ways 
can we economize here more than we do? 
Then comes another question, do we safeguard the time of out 
employees as we might? If they are late we reprimand them, 
and consider they are defrauding us out of so many minutes time 
that we are paying for the use of. Then we let them waste 
several times as much during the day hauling and hunting over 
poorly arranged goods, delving into half-lighted corners, using UP 
energy and time in various needless ways. 
Even in the office, where the best of system is supposed to 
rule, we hunt about for needed paper, cover its mate up with a 
lot of other papers and spend more time in the searching than 
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in the actual work at hand. Perhaps our letters are more 
lengthy than they need be. That takes our own time, destroys 
heir force, takes more of the stenographer’s time in transcribing 
them, and proves an all around luxury that nobody enjoys. 
Perhaps the greatest loss of all is the impression we thus give to 
our employees, that we value our own time and theirs lightly be- 
cause we waste it with such a reckless. hand. 


TAKE A NEEDED REST. 


Some men become so engrossed in business that their mind is 
‘n their office night and day for seven days the week, the year 
round. Don’t do it; you are wasting time. | 

The human mind needs rest and if that rest is not forthcoming 
at intermitts nt periods it is taken in a continual half rest that 
only permits half attention to business or else there is a complete 
collapse sooner or later. . 

How often we see men seeking their desks and dreamily 
idling undecided over some matter that a few moments con- 
annie energy would dispose of finally in a few moments. 
That man is simply working himself out without accomplishing 
anything. What his mind needs is, not tonics and stimulents, 
but a little strenuous exercise intermixed with strenuous rest. 

There is an old saying that it is the really busy man who has 
time for things. That is because his mind is wide awake when 
he is working. No sleepy half-thought for him. He takes a 
matter up vigorously, disposes of it in a moment and forgets it. 
When he is through for the day he does not take home with 
him a headful of matters that are only half disposed of. If 
anything is unfinished it is left unfinished till he is ready to take 
it up again. He is out for recreation now. If he goes to a play 
he enjoys the play alone and gives no thought to settling with 
lones. That comes up the next day perhaps and he is ready to 
take it up when he comes to his desk with a mind that has 
been refreshed by entertainment and then rested by actual rest; 
now it is healthy, vigorous and active, ready to grapple with 
whatever the day brings on. 


TRUST YOUR CLERKS. 


Don’t tie your employees down with trivial directions; trust 
something to their judgment. If they haven’t enough for you to 
pt some trust in, better discharge them and secure a better 
lot. An occasional blunder is better than a lot of clerks who 
depend wholly on “the boss.” That either destroys their self- 
respect or makes them hate the sight of “the old man.” Be- 
sides you havn’t time for all details. If your time 1s not too 
valuable for that better go in as clerk yourself and hire some bet- 
ter man to take your place in the office. 

A watchful eye over general results and over the general 
deportment of individual clerks will soon tell you who is trying 
to do his best. Have patience with those who really are trying 
whether they always succeed in pleasing you or not. Point out 
in all kindness such mistakes as they may overlook. Leave such 
as they can themselves see readily, for them to correct without 
reproof. It is a wise master who always knows just when to put 
in the word of criticism; it is a wiser one who also knows when 
to omit and “not notice.” 


ON RETURNING DRAFTS. 

The practice of making drafts on customers by wholesale houses 
for the settlement of accounts is one that is practiced by the 
majority of the trade. and furnishes a satisfactory method of 
doing business between the two parties, when the retailer carries 
out his part of the programme. 

Unfortunately, however, says the Canadian Harness and Car- 
riage Journal, ‘there are a few who do not always do so and 


the draft is sometimes returned to the wholesaler either with no 
explanation attached, or else on some trivial excuse, that no 
self-respecting business man should ever employ. 

It may be that there is some slight mistake in the amount of the 
draft, but as all wholesale houses send out statements of account 


In advance their customers, notifying them at the same time 
of their intention to draw on them at a certain date, the time to 
dispute this account is on receipt of this statement, not to wait 
until the draft is presented before calling attention to the error. 
In any case the business way is to accept the draft and pay it 
and afterwards explain to the wholesaler about the error, which 
would be allowed on the next bill of goods. This course would 
save much useless trouble to both parties and also expense to 
the wholesale house. 

It can, moreover, truthfully be said that the retailer, who, for 
no good reason, returns drafts made upon him, is perhaps un- 
consciously, but none the less most surely, injuring his credit in 
the eyes of the wholesale merchant who has drawn on him, and 
the oftener he does this the lower sinks his credit. This fact, if 
realized by the retailer, should in itself be sufficient to cause him 
to cease the practice, except for very good cause. 
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THE WHITE LILY WASHER CO. UNJUSTLY ACCUSED. 

The White Lily Washer Co., of Davenport, Iowa, feel that 
they have been unjustly accused of furnishing a certain proprie- 
tary medicine concern with Washing Machines, so the medi- 
cine distributor can give them away as premiums as a reward for 
selling a specified number of cases. This would be, if true, 


_the course of action criticized by our Pittsburgh trade corres- 


pondent recently as being detrimental to the interests of the en- 
tire retail trade of the country. The White Lily Washer Co. 
strenuously object to this false position before the trade in which 
they have been placed, as they are opposing the catalogue and 
premium giving houses continually and earnestly, and have never 
even had any correspondence with the parties who have referred 
to their washers as being obtainable under the specified conditions, 
or with anyone in the town where the remedy plant is located. 
The cut of Washer used in the advertisement is one apparently 
‘faked” for the occasion, as it represents none of the features 
which have made the “White Lily Washer” famous. The White 
Lily Washer Co. express their willingness to spend $1,000 if it 
can possibly prevent the advertising parties from filling any orders 
they receive for Washers, as the great interest felt by the Washer 
Company in their own method in selling only to the legitimate 
retail Hardware trade by which they purpose to protect them 
in every way imaginable, in making their Washer retain the popu- 
larity which their methods of fair dealing have achieved 

We present herewith the article complained of which was pub- 
lished in the Jowa Trade Journal of December. 

WASHING MACHINE GIVEN AWAY. 

Look on your display floor—in your warehouse—and see if 
you have any White Lily Washing Machines. If you have, how 
do you expect to sell them when other people are offering to give 
them away. In the Chicago American, on Sunday, November 
12th, appears an ad of the Grandma Remedies Co., New Milford, 
Conn. For the selling of these remedies, this company give 
what they call a large number of useful and handsome premiums 
One of these “premiums” is the. White Lily Washing Machine, 
given for selling 48 boxes. 

On this page we reproduce the cut of the washing machine just 
as it appeared in the ad. Our reason for doing this is that it 
is hardly fair to ask a merchant to try to sell an article for 
money, that others are trying to give away. 

When any article is offered as a premium for selling patent 
medicines 1t surely depreciates its value and its position as a 
meritorious article. It is better to cut out all articles used as 
premiums in this way and handle only those that are not finding 
their way into such avenues of trade. 

In reply to this the president of the White Lily Washing 
Machine Co. addressed the editor as follows:

Dear Sir: We are just in receipt of your issue of December, and note 
your comment on an advertisement that appeared in the Chicago 
merican of Nov. 12th, in which the Grandma Remedies Co. offers to 
give away a ‘“‘White Lily’’ washing machine for selling 48 Boxes of 
some patent medicine. We want to take exception to your criticism, 
not because we think you are wrong in fighting the Premium Fakir, 
but because a man is considered innocent until he is proven guilty. 
There is no concern in this country that is fighting the Catalogue 
House and Premium-giving Concern any stronger than the White 
Lily Washer Co., and as soon as we saw this advertisement in the 
Chicago American, we immediately started an investigation to try and 
find out where these people got our machines. On _ investigation, 
we find that we have never quoted nor had any correspondence 
whatever with the Grandma Remedies Co., nor have we ever shipped 
a machine to their order. We also find that we have never shipped 
any of our machines to anyone in the town of New Milford, Conn. 

On further investigation, we find that the electrotype used, is 
different from anything we ever had made. We do not seli our ma- 
chines to the jobbing trade, but sell direct to the legitimate retail 
dealer, so that we are in a position to know just where our machines 
go. We have endeavored to find out from dealers in the vicinity of 
New Milford, Conn., if they have been supplying the Grandma 
Remedies Co. with our machine, but have been unable to locate any- 
one who will admit that they supply our machines to this concern. 

After all the investigation we have done, we have come to the 
conclusion that the Grandma Remedies Co. have gone to some dealer 
outside, secured one of our machines, had a cut made at their own 
expense, and used it because they thought it would be a drawing-card 
on account of the popularity of the “White Lily’’ washer. We can 
only wait and see. If they do much business from their adv., some 
dealer will be ordering more than the usual amount and we will then 
probably be able to find out where they are getting our machines; 
and we are willing to spend One Thousand Dollars if we can possibly 
stop these people from filling any orders they take, and we assure yod 
that we will leave no stone unturned to probe this matter to the bot- 
tom. 

Now, Mr. Editor, we think that our interests are mutual. We 
appreciate the fact that you are fighting the Catalogue House and the 
Premium Fakir. Do you not think that you are doing the cause an 


injustice by not investigating a matter of this kind before passing 
judgment and asking the trade to cut out the sale of a machine from 
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a manufacturer who, we take it upon ourselves to say, (and we are 
prepared to back up our statement) has done more to fight the Cata- 
logue House and Premium Fakir, than any other concern in the 
washing machine business. We wish to ask you one thing more. 
How can a manufacturer prevent a Fakir from going to a retail dealer, 
buying an article of any kind, having an electrotype made of it, and 
advertising it for any purpose he sees fit? If you are sincere in your 
fight, you can probably answer this question, although we admit that 
while the writer has taken a deep interest in this question, he is 
unable to solve the problem. After the above explanation, we think 
you will agree that you have done us an injustice, and we hope you 
will see fit to give this the same publicity given the criticism in this 
month’s issue of your valuable paper.

THE MANUFACTURING CENTRE OF THE UNITED STATES. 


It has been discovered by the aid of the Census that the cen- 
tre of population is moving farther west with the increase of 
population, and is now found to be in Ashland County, Ohio. 
As the United States now stands at the head of the world in 
manufacturing it is pleasant to know that Ashland County holds 
her own and enjoys the unique distinction of being the centre 
of our manufacturing activity. Recently in Chicago F. E, Myers 
of F. E. Myers & Brother, who is no stranger to Ashland and 
vicinity, had his attention called to this important fact by the 
secretary of the National Association of Exporters who informed 
Mr. Myers that the U .S. Census, Department of Manufactures 
Volume 1, Page 171, locates the centre of manufacturing activity 
three miles southeast of Loudonville, Hanover Township, Ash- 
land County. In 1850, the centre was near Mifflintown, Pa.; in 
1860, near Indiana, Pa.; in 1870, near Kittanning, Pa.; in 188o, 
near Butler, Pa.; and in 1890, near Canton O. The census of 
1900 places the centre of our manufacturing in Ashland County 
as above referred to. What effect this will have in the manufac- 
turing of Pumps and Haying Tools cannot be ascertained at the 
present moment, but occupying as they do so favorable a central 
location F. E. Myers & Bro., Ashland, Ohio, ought to catch the 
trade from every direction, and bag the game “both coming and 
going.” 

NO OPENING TIME. 

Who opens the store in the morning? Not you, of course; 
but do you know when it is done? There is a big leak in many 
a concern just by not having things in running order promptly in 
the morning. Somebody gets there first, but usually that some- 
body is the office boy or one of the less responsible members of 
the working force. 

Did you ever think how a great military campaign is carried 
out? It is the head of the army that gets busy first; then he 
calls in his high officials and they work out their plans. The 
army rests. 

When the time of action comes, not a column is moved or 
started by the order of a subaltern; the commanding officer 
himself is on the ground to actively supervise the preliminary 
preparations. 

It may not be consistent with the dignity of the firm to get 
to the office in advance of the office boy, or in accordance with 
their ideas of comfort to arrive until the room is warmed; still, 
before opening time there should be some one of responsibility 
there to see that the business machinery is properly oiled for 
the day’s grind. 


EXHIBITS AT THE IOWA CONVENTION. 


The Iowa Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, which will 
meet in annual convention at Des Moines, February 14, 15 and 
16, are perfecting arrangements by which they will make the 
exhibits a feature of the convention programme. ‘To this ena 
they are perfecting arrangements to hold the Convention Meet- 
ings and exhibits under the auspices of the Association, on the 
first and second floors of the Bush Block at 812 and 814 Walnut 
St., Des Moines, Iowa. These two rooms each 44x125 will give 
ample space for meetings and exhibits, and identify the exhibits 
as a feature of the convention programme, at the same time as- 
suring all exhibitors an equal opportunity of displaying their 
goods and wares which is impossible under the hotel system. 
They have placed the rental for space at a nominal figure, and 
thus relieve the exhibitors of exorbitant charges frequently de- 
manded by the other system. The Association will have a super- 
intendent of exhibits with watchmen and janitors to give general 
care to building and exhibits. Both rooms will be lighted and 
heated and open from 9 a. m. to 10 p. m. each day of the con- 
vention.

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PAYMENT OF DEBT WITHOUT DEBTOR’S REQUEST. 


QuEsTION.—A property owner owed a firm of Hardware 
dealers $36.50 for materials which he had bought of them, “Xx” 
a neighbor, who did not owe the firm anything and was not 
under any obligation to the property owner, paid the debt as 
an act of kindness during the debtor’s absence. ‘She debtor 
never requested him to pay the bill and now refuses to pay him 
the amount advanced. Can “X” recover it against the debtor? 


There was never any express request 
to pay this debt. There are no circumstances from which a 
request can be implied in law. A man who pays another’s debts 
without being asked to do so and without any obligation to do so, 
pays at his peril and if the debtor chooses not to reimburse him. 
he cannot recover anything against the man whose debt he has 
foolishly paid. 


ANSWER.—"X” cannot. 


LIABILITY OF A RAILROAD COMPANY FOR FALSE ARREST 


QuEsTION.—A man went to a railroad station and bought a 
ticket for a town about twenty miles distant, paying for it with 
a five dollar bill and receiving the change. \vhile he was on the 
platform waiting for the train, he was arrested by a police officer 
and charged with passing counterfeit money. After an ex- 
ainination it was found that the bill was good and he was released. 
It seems that a short time before the arrest, a circular had been 
left with the ticket agent at this station, describing a man who it 
stated was engaged in passing counterfeit five dollar bills and 
offering a reward for his arrest. The ticket agent believing that 
the man arrested was the person described in this circular and in 
order to obtain the reward, caused the arrest described. On 
these facts has the man who was arrested any remedy against 
the railroad company? 


ANSWER.—We do not think that he has. Assuming that the 
ticket agent directed the arrest and that it was not justified, the 
question still remains whether the ticket agent was acting in 
the line of his duty so as to make the railroad company respons- 
ible for his acts. For whatever the agent did within the scope 
of his employment and for the purpose of protecting the interests 
of the railroad company, the company is responsible. But on 
the facts as you state them, the agent was not acting with a 
view to the protection of the interests of the company, but ap- 
parently for the purpose of aiding the police in the detection of a 
criminal and thereby securing for himself a reward. If the 
agent had caused the arrest for the purpose of recovering the 
property of which he supposed the railroad company had been 
defrauded by the counterfeit bill, it might then be said that he 
was engaged in the protection of the property of the company 
and acting within the lines of his duty, and the company would 
be responsible for his acts. But no such facts appear from your 
statement. 


SALE OF CABBAGE SEED BY DESCRIPTION—WARRANTY. 

QuveEsTION.—I went to a seed store and bought six pounds ol! 
cabbage seed, ordering the same from a printed catalogue 0! 
seeds, which in the catalogue were described as “Genuine large 
Bristol Cabbage seed”. The seeds were delivered to me and 
I planted them, but after the cabbage were grown, found that 
they were mixed with inferior varieties so as to be worthless 
for the market. Consequently my whole season’s crop Was 
spoiled. Have I any remedy? 


ANSWER.—The general rule is that a sale of goods by a partic- 
ular description implies a contract or warranty that the goods sold 
are of that description. A dealer who sells an article, describing 
it by the name of an article of commerce must understand that 
the purchaser relies upon the description as a representation by 
the seller that it is the thing described. This is the rule, even 
though there has been no express warranty or agreement that the 
goods furnished corresponded to the description. We think, 
therefore, that by the selling of the seed as large Bristol cabbage 
seed, the dealer warranted it to be such and that you are entitled 
to recover from him the difference in value between the crop 
raised from the defective seed and the value of Bristol cabbage 
such as would ordinarily have produced that year. 
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PROFIT MAKING LINES

In casting about for new lines which will yield profits, the 
Hardware merchant should not overlook Chain Blocks.

The 
other day a garage in a suburban town near the writer's home 
bought a chain block from a local Hardware merchant to lift au- 
con} biles. 

Chain blocks are used for almost every conceivable lifting pur- 
pose. Farmers use them for pulling stumps, lifting horses, wagon 
beds and rigging; truckmen use them for handling baled hay, 


cases, heavy timbers, stone, 
and for lifting pianos, safes, 
etc., to upper floors; monu- 
mental men use them for 
loading and setting monu- 
ments; water departments 
use them for laying heavy 
piping. Street railway sys- 
tems, ice and electric lighting 
plants, freight houses, brick 
~~ | works, factories, machine 
ce oe shops, founadrtes, railroads, 
‘+ | shipyards, refineries, ships, 
‘ 3 mines, and building contrac- 
nn tors, all use chain blocks ex- 
j t ' tensively, 
- A chain block has several 
distinct advantages over rope 
a oe tackle. It holds the load au- 
tomatically so that the danger of the load falling is eliminated; 
the chains (unlike rope) are not effected by dampness and cold; 
it is much safer and very much more efficient—that is, it has a 
greater work-doing power. 
(he original chain block—the Weston Differential pully block 
has achieved literary immortality in Victor Hugo’s “Toilers of 
the Sea.’ This block has been manufactured for more than 30 
vears by The Yale & Towne Manufacturing Co., of 9 Murray 
Street, New York. With it one man can lift as much as half a 
ton. It is a safe and convenient hoist for all ordinary lifting 
where high speed and economy of power are not essential fac-

tors. ‘hey have since put two more-efficient blocks on the mar- 
ket—the screw-geared Duplex and the spur-geared Triplex. The 
latter is the best chain block made in points of ease, safety, econ- 
omy of effort and ability to withstand wear. 

One man has lifted as much as 20 tons with the 20-ton size. A 
boy can readily lift 10 tons with it, or the full capacity with the 
smaller sizes of the Triplex. It is veritably a lifting giant, yet 
very quick. ‘This latter merit has placed it in Uncle Sam’s forts 
and battleships where it is used to handle ammunition, etc. 

To show the unusual character of some applications of chain 
blocks, it will be of interest to know that they are used in churches 
to lift heavy altar lamps and in museums to handle the bones of 
gigantic pre-historic animals. 

Yale & Towne Triplex blocks with roo ft. lifts are in use in a 
New York theatre to handle scenery. Recently a safe was ele- 
vated to the fifth floor by using two 2-ton Triplex Blocks of 45 
ft. lifts. These blocks were hooked together, thus getting double 
speed and doing the job in a very 
satisfactory manner. 

In many large and small plants, 
all the lifting is done with chain 
blocks, while others use hundreds 
as supplementary hoists. The sim- 
plest application of a chain block 
is to sling it from a beam or hook. 
In mills they are generally used on 
cranes and trolleys. 

A large department store is in- 
stalling a $1400 trolley system us- 
ing Triplex Blocks to handle 
goods. Such a system enables one 
man in a short space of time to un- 
load, transport to any part of the 
floor and tier unwieldy or heavy 
packages without assistance, There 
is no wear on the floor, no noise 
as in using hand trucks, and no 
stirring up of dust. This brings 
us to the thought that even the 
smallest Hardware dealer can use a Triplex on a few feet of track 
to unload goods and convey them into the warehouse or store. 
The cost of such an installation may be from $60 up. A mer- 
chant could use the block for this purpose and at the same time 
exhibit it as an object lesson to customers.

Each machine weighs 4'4 pounds and is packed in a strong paste- 
board box, six being packed in a case. 


PARALYZING PROSPERITY FIGURES. 


In his annual report the Secretary of Agriculture states that the 
wealth production on the farms of the United States in 1905 
reaches $6,415,000,000, the highest amount ever attained in this 
or any other country. Four crops make new high records as to 


value, namely, corn, hay, wheat and rice, but corn is the only one 
that exceeds previous yield. Besides the enormous yield ot 
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wealth, the secretary estimates that the farms of the country have 
increased in value during the past five years to the large amount 
of $6,133,000,000. Analyzing the principal crops for the year the 
production of corn is given as 2,708,000,000 bushels, of a value of 
$1,216,000,000. The hay crop this year comes second in value, 
replacing cotton, which held that place in the two preceding 
years. The value of the former is placed at $605,000,000 and of 
the latter at $575,000,000. The wheat crop is given at $525,000,000, 
oats at $282,000,000; potatoes $138,000,000; barley, $58,000,000: 
tobacco, $52,000,000; sugar cane and sugar beets $50,000,000; rice. 
$13,892,000; dairy products $665,000,000. In concluding his report 
the secretary says: “Should there be no relapse from his present 
position as a wealth producer, three years hence the farmer will 
find that the farming element, about 35 per cent. of the popu- 
lation, has produced an amount of wealth within ten years equal 
to one-half the entire national wealth produced in three centuries.”

PARTNERSHIP DANGERS. 

Partnership is rather a dangerous venture unless you know 
your man well in advance; still, insufficient capital is an inces- 
sant hindrance; so it is frequently wise to embrace the uncer- 
tainty rather than continue the known evil. 

It is pretty certain that no two men will always think alike in 
all things, but where there is an equal partnership between two 
men some compromises will be a necessity. Both understand 
that from the first and neither one can over-ride the rights of 
the other. With more than two it is different. Two will go to- 
gether, first on some unimportant matter, then as their natures 
coincide, will pull together more and more and the third man 
is sure to get discouraged or dissatisfied and pull in some other 
direction. There is where the fun comes in, for that concern’s 
competitors in the business. 

The moral of it all is, think twice before going into a part- 
nership arrangement of two. Think many times before going 
into one of more than two. Don’t think at all of going 
into an unequal partnership of any kind. If you were to get the 
big end of the partnership just make up your mind that you 
are getting associated with some sort of a fool. If you think 
of taking the little end conclude that you are associated with 
one sort of a fool already who will give you trouble enough. The 
only safe partnership arrangement is one wherein the interests 
of neither can by any means be controlled by some one else, 
where each has equal rights of control and there can be no com- 
binations of a part of the business against the rest. The part- 
ners on the big side may profit from their weaker associates but 
a divided house does not hold public confidence.

While we are all somewhat, and maybe too largely, inclined 
to deplore the prevalence of what we term “trade inconsisten- 
cies” and “trade abuses,’ have we analyzed sufficiently the ten- 
dencies of the times, to convince and satisfy ourselves that they 
are anything but the logical consequences of evolution and pro- 
gression in the economics of trade, contrasting strongly the pres- 
ent with the past, and imparting to us a sense of deep concern for 
the future? 

Have we not long ago emerged from “pioneering” in trade, 
and are we not, in deploring the departure of a few propitious 
elements that characterized traficking in Hardware in those days, 
and seeking to discover or create agencies for the removal of 
avowed antagonistic customs of to-day, attempting to recon- 
cile provincial ways with metropolitan demands? 

Are these various encroachments upon our trade “reserves,” 
as far out of harmony with the complexity of influences and ele- 
ments, which distinguishes trading of to-day, from that of a de- 
cade or two ago, aS we in our more meditative moments permit 
ourselves to believe? Perhaps not. While we all refer rever- 
entially to the good old days of yore, we would not if power were 
given us, ever consider abandoning the broader environment of 
to-day, for the narrower opportunity of the past. 

Ideal Trade. 

To my mind, idealism in trade, contemplates several essentials, 
in order to make success attainable. 

First—The choice of a substantial, legitimate and well defined 
branch or line of business. 

Second—Its establishment in a reliably productive, uniformly 
prosperous section of country. 

Third—An increasing population of liberal consumptive capac- 
ity, endowed with an instinct and genius for producing and ac- 
cumulating property and wealth. 

It seems to me, that the fabric out of which success had to bé 
woven, never was supplied with such manifold ingredients of 
superior raw material as we command. No branch of trade is 
regarded with more dignity and respect, than the one with which 
we are allied. There are no ninety-nine counties, contiguous to 
each other, anywhere in Uncle Sam’s grand domain, that can, 
year after year, excel in productiveness, this beautiful garden 
spot that kind fortune smiled at, and placed us upon. And a 
sturdy people of industry and thrift lays a foundation of se- 
curity upon which our negotiations and transactions are to rest. 

All the elements are present which are primarily contributory 
to the attainment of Idealism in Trade. They will not, however, 
flow together through natural processes, and form a chemical 
compound that can be bottled, labeled and held ready for use. 
Talent, enthusiasm, courage and perseverance in generous pro- 
portions, must be mixed therewith, before substantial returns or 
results are manifest. 


Competition. 
| Amid surroundings eminently favorable to great achievement, 
it should not be surprising to find a sharp contention for the 
possession of the returns of industry and commerce. 

Competition with ourselves, and counter-competition with 

branches of “outside” or unrelated businesses, finds as a re- 
sult, a keen development. Inroads are being made on what we 
regard as our legitimate trade province, and human-like, we at- 
tribute the absence of part of the success we should have mer- 
ited, to these incursions made by trade foes, rather than to ac- 
knowledge it as the penalty paid for moments when we indulged 
in sleeping on our rights. 
Admitting that some “raids” are being made on our profes- 
sion, are we administering to our neighbor’s rights, the same 
conscientious consideration to which we are, with unquestioned 
authority, claiming title. What have not only been our own 
practises, but what are we now advocating with much ardor and 
zeal. An increase in, and greater variety of lines in our stores. 
And does that not directly imply trespassing on the rights of 
other merchants. 

Have we any closer moral claim to trade on silver plated ware 
and clocks, paints, oils and glass, harness and whips, screen doors 
and building papers, field and garden seeds, and a multitude of 
other lines, originally undentified with Hardwaredom, than for 


a the groceryman has on tinware and other kitchen uten- 
Sils ; 





Is it a rational business proposition which contemplates “En- 
trance Forbidden” on one side of the fence, and an “open field” 
on the other, especially in an age when the blending of all classes 
of business seems to be a feature of trade? 

Momentarily, these questions may appear as irrelevant, but a 
little further deliberation will prove that they are very pertinent 
to the subject in hand, inasmuch, as the broad development of 
any industry or trade, makes a circumspective analysis of an- 
tagonistic, as well as favorable influences a matter of primary 
consideration. 

Doubtlessly, the strongest opposing forces to our ultimate suc- 
cess, are as now viewed, these encroachments on our trade 
rights, which we are enduring under so much protestation, and 
for which, if no immediate means of removal can be found, a 
strong preventative from further depredations must be sought and 
applied. To handle intelligently a trouble of this nature, its 
source must first be located. We find that inducements to the 
consumer by way of prices, have tended to divert a considerable 
percentage of trade, that was formerly classed with our regu- 
lar patronage. 

Increased Business. 

In some instances, like with tinware, granite ware, etc., the 
competition consequent upon new interests engaging in the busi- 
ness, has reduced prices on entire lines of previously restricted 
consumption, so that, in a few years, the demand has increased 
four and five fold. Articles of infrequent use and sale, have been 
promoted to the ranks of the most staple sellers that our stores 
contain. Thus, competition has not been without its compensa- 
tion, if, in the change established, our heretofore larger percen- 
tage of profit upon smaller gross sales, has been reversed to a 
reduced margin on multiplied sales, yes, making our actual rev- 
enue on a year’s business in that department much greater than 
heretofore. 

Trading in the abstract, is no different now, from what it 
was when man first found himself in need of commodities which 
a neighbor possessed. With the multiplicity of sources of sup- 
ply that we find in each community now-a-days, the question of 
price is the one which holds the balance of power. In this coun- 
try in particular, the average American citizen, is a Yankee 
Trader, and a bargain loving individual. 

In our home requirements, we are all guided in bestowing pa- 
tronage by the requisitions made upon the pocketbook, and not 
by sympathy, sentiment or philanthropy. So it is, with the great 
bulk of consumers of the land, and it thus becomes self-evident, 
that if we expect to continue as the leading distributors of Hard- 
ware and allied lines, we must heed this strong force of attrac- 
tion, which controls to a greater extent than all other influences 
combined, the destiny of trade in its various departments. It is 
not enough to regard nails, wire and washing machines as the 
only items upon which the trading public expect attractive figures. 
All staple articles, and by that I méan, all goods and materials 
which have a reasonably frequent sale, as well as many com- 
modities of lesser importance, must, to command 1905 trade, 
convey 1905 price benefits. The figures at which they are offer- 
ed, must, to a reasonable degree, reflect present values. 

Same Methods as Other Business. 

The same methods and practices which contribute to the suc- 
cess of other legitimate branches of trade, may with discretion 
be applied to the Hardware business. In most of such other en- 
terprises, we see frequent evidences of the use of price attrac- 
tions, and where judgment is exercised, with good results to the 
seller. 

The Hardware business, more than any other branch of trade, 
is closed to the introduction of “get rich quick schemes” or “gold 
bricks,” for its very legitimate nature forbids such intersperse- 
ments. Quality and appearance, in material and workmanship, 
must be conspicuous with each article offered, commensurate, of 
course, with the price asked. Where the basis of value is found 
in the metals employed in its manufacture, no item can command 
a fancy price because it has a beautiful exterior, but a shoddy 
interior. Actual value of the item offered from a viewpoint of 
utility, comes into first consideration. Our success cannot be 
spontaneous or spasmodic, but will be of the kind developed by 
the slow, but sure processes of wise business engineering. 

Originally, we held firmly in hand, the entire Hardware situa- 
tion. The practises which have alienated any portion of our 
trade, are in the eyes of the consuming public, just as legitimate, 
and as salutary as those we employ in the conduct of our own 
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institutions. Such being the case, it is evident that it would have 
been infinitely better for us, to have anticipated many of those 
movements and practises and to have made of them, sensations 
within our own ranks. The advantage would have been, that 
the trade would still be confined to its natural channels, and in- 
stead of divided sales and diverted trade, the entire business 
would have passed over our counters, and would continue to 
flow toward us. 

Successful trading in future, in iron and steel manufactures, 
contemplates a thorough and rigid adherence to rules, laid down 
by the economics of traffic, elevated to a scientific level. It is a 
problem, a study, but it will find a competent solution, in which 
Sagacity and intrepidity will perform its part, like in the case of 
General Grant, when he was met by his much discouraged chief 
of staff, McPherson, at the close of the first day of the battle of 
Shiloh, a day of heavy Union losses, the latter said to him: 
“Things look bad enough, general. We have lost about half of 
our artillery and a third of the infantry. Our line is broken 
in several places, and we are pushed back nearly to the river.” 
General Grant made no reply, and finally McPherson said, im- 
patiently: “Well, general, what do you intend to do about it?” 

Quick as a flash came the answer: “Do. Why I shall reform 
the lines and attack them at daybreak. Lord! Won’t they be 
surprised.” The outcome—the confederates in full retreat next 
morning before 9 o'clock. 

I should not be misunderstood as otherwise than ardently and 
actively favorable, in a broad sense, to reform and restrictions, 
which offer fair promise of protection to our interests, against 
unbusinesslike customs and usages. 

I believe that the question of increased business, and increased 
profits will find its natural, and most acceptable solution, to 
trader and consumer alike, in an era of increased consumption, 
brought about by a judicious campaign of gradual popularization 
of retail prices. 

A readjustment of our old plans of operation will be neces- 
Sary, and a system will be evolved, which will bring the various 
departments of our business into harmonious relation, for sales 
with small profits are never possible except when quick proceeds 
are yielded, which may in turn, find prompt reinvestment in the 
enterprise. 

Our salvation, our immediate success and our enduring pro- 
gress, lies in our inclination to grasp the opportunity of to-day, 
and to make it abound with auspicious results. To divine the 
tendencies and requirements of to-morrow, and to be prepared 
to meet and accept conservative reforms so that we may advance 
our interests along with the march of progress that characterizes 
commercial pursuits of the Twentieth Century. Most certainly 
we are not retrograding. 


THE ADAMS & ELTING CO. 

The third Annual Convention of the members, salesmen and 
other employees of the Adams & Elting Compnay, Chicago, was 
held in the rooms of the Hamilton Club, Chicago, December 4-5th. 
In point of attendance and enthusiasm it was far ahead of any 
former convention of this company and the only regret expressed 
was at the absence of the president, W. P. Adams, who is still 
in the East. Philip Elting, who presided, made the announcement 
that in every single line—and this aggressive concern manufac- 
tures a score— the volume of business had far exceeded that of 
last year, or any former year. In many instances the sales 
were I50 per cent. over any other year’s sales. The first day of 
the session was given over to the discussion of mixed paints and 
fillers and stains, in which latter line the Adams & Elting Com- 
pany claims to lead all other manufactures in the country in both 
quality and extent of production.

In unpacking large boxes and crates it is very desirable to 
have a good instrument for pulling out nails. Invariably this 
is done in a careless and slipshod manner, anything sufficing so 
long as the box is opened. To break the lid takes more time 
than if the nails were carefully extracted, besides ruining the 
box for future use. An Indiana man has patented a wire nail 
puller which possesses several novel features.. This instrument 
is formed of a shank, having attached at the end a pair of claws 
of the usual form employed upon hammers, one claw having a

longer curve than the other. The shank is bent in the centre, 
the free end in alignment with the claw having the shorter curve, 
so that when the claw is placed beneath the head of the nail 
the shank will be parallel with the box from which the nail is 
drawn. When in position the draft or force required to first 
engage the claw with the nail is in direct line with the structure 
and at right angles to the nail and enables the operator to utilize 
the force upon the claw to a much better advantage and with a 
correspondingly better effect. To assist in this action a sup- 
plemental handle is formed, extending from the shank, whereby 
a strong drawing pressure can be exerted upon the shorter claw 
to force it beneath the nail head. The shank and handle thus 
co-act to greatly expedite the action and decrease the labor and 
time required to start the nail from the wood, and after the 
rail is partially drawn the implement is reversed and the other 
claw brought into action, which, by reason of its longer curve, 
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exerts a longer leverage and completes the drawing of the nail 
without bending it. Thus the longest nails may be readily and 
quickly drawn without bending them or injuring the structures 
from which they are drawn. 


ARROW ASH AND GARBAGE CAN. 

The Arrow Can Company, 35 Warren street, New York, 1s 
introducing to the Hardware Trade an improved, pressed steel 
ash and garbage can, of which we give an illustration. The can 
is practically made in three parts of sheet metal stamped with 
dies, the bottom, which is to stand the greatest strain, is made of 
one solid piece of 16 gauge sheet steel formed in a die and is 
made to fit the body snugly like a cap, the metal being drawn 


up over the outside edge and thus doing away with the hood or

band generally used. The body is made of one strip 24 inch 
sheet metal having ten flutes which extend from the inside 
outwards. In these flutes are inserted half inch iron rods. ‘This 
Rod and Flute combination, it is claimed, forms the strongest 
possible side reinforcement. Two of these flutes always rest 
on the side of a cart when the can is being emptied. These rods 
are shouldered on the inner sides, both the top and_ bottom, 
to give solid support, the reduced ends run through holes in the 
bottom and in the top rim and are riveted, making it impossible 
for the top and bottom rim to be pulled apart or torn away from 
the body. The top rim instead of being a band with the ends 
linked together or mortised, is made from a solid piece of 16 
gauge sheet steel, formed in a die, so that it has two flanges, 
one of which fits over the outside of the body and the other on 
the inside. The top edge of the body being thus crimped between 
the two flanges. makes it impossible for it to be torn or crumpled. 
This also forms a smooth edge for handling and makes a top rim, 
without a break in it anywhere. The bottom edge of the body 
is crimped in the same manner between the flanges of the bottom. 
The can is assembled with the sheet steel in its natural state and 
then galvanized thoroughly. This solders all the joints and adds 
very greatly to the strength of the can.

RETROSPECTIVE AND PROSPECTIVE. 

Wher this letter reaches its destination the Christmas festivi- 
ties wil! be close at hand and the business cares and worries of 
i905 will for a time be forgotten. British 1ronmongers during 
the fas: closing year have not experienced altogether unmixed 
prosperity and some business difficulties have been met with. The 
position has been gradually improving and the efforts of associa- 
tion work have been felt throughout the entire country. Little 
hy little the movement has been gaining ground and in first one 
district and then another ironmongers have grasped the reality of 


the permanent betterment which may be effected by organization. 
Gradually differences between ironmongers dwelling in the same 
town, and prejudices which have existed for many long years, 
have become less and less; so that at last it is possible for Hard- 
waremen to shake hands when they meet and to gather together 
to discuss business transactions. Ironmongers can now agree to 
4 comnion basis of trading whereby the Hardware business may 


be robbed of such evils as direct trading, price-cutting, and mu- 
nicipal trading whereby retailers lose local contracts but still have 
to pay rates to maintain unprofitable undertakings instead of se- 
curing profitable work themselves. All matters enumerated have 


been very prominent at association meetings during the past year, 
but a retrospective view of the proceedings of the leading asso- 
ciation in this country shows very clearly that retailers have, by 
combination, improved their positions. Manufacturers who, a 
few years ago, showed complete indifference to the wishes of re- 
tailers and claimed the right of conducting their businesses in 
their own way, now see the advantages of conforming to the prin- 
ciples of trading laid down by the I. F. A. One of the great 
achievements of associations during the past year has been the es- 
tablishment of an “In Accord” list, and the compilers of the re- 


vised edition, which is about to be circulated among the associa- 
tion members for their private use, have found a great differ- 
ence in the spirit shown and in the reception they have met with 
towards that expressed at the commencement of the movement. 
Instead of manufacturers objecting to agree to conform to the 
principles of the so-called Magna Charta of the I. F. A., a large 
number of leading firms have come forward asking to be enrolled 
upon the “In Accord” list, declaring themselves willing and wish- 


ful to distribute their goods through the medium of accredited 
ironmongers. Undoubtedly the position of retail ironmongers of 
the present day is more assured than it was, and a marked pro- 


eress has been made during 1905. The prospects for the New 
Year are fairly good and, as far as the association movement 1s 
concerned, there is every probability that the missionary work, 
which has been carried on extensively both in London and in the 
provinces. will tell. and that some important extensions and de- 
velopments will take place in the New Year. The most impor- 
tant branch formed recently has been that in North Wales. In 
several parts of the Principality towns have been grouped together 
in separate districts affiliated in one powerful Branch of the I. F. 
A. It is quite evident that the system of grouping together small 
towns in English counties must be adopted to a greater extent 
in the future than in the past as there are many ironmongers in 
sympathy with association work located in isolated districts where 
it is not possible to form working associations. The fallacy of 
attempting to form such associations has been established through 
the number of small associations which have become almost life- 


less. The formation of Ironmongers’ Assistants’ Associations, 


which I have referred to in recent letters, is a development which 
must be recorded in the future as having taken place in 1905. The 
assistants of to-day show a great amount of life and energy, and 
the eagerness with which they are entering into educational 
schemes for their own improvement and culture and for the ac- 
quiring of greater trade knowledge augers well for the British 
ironmonger of the future. 
THE DIFFERENCE IN METHODS OF TRADING NOT VERY GREAT. 

When the trade journals in this country and those emanating 
from the United States of America are read and scrutinized it 1s 
strange low great is the similarity between the trading efforts of 
both countries. Although the conditions under which business 1s 
carried out here are not always identical there is underlying 
them one common basis of thought and action. The same smart- 
ness of salesmanship is needed and the same activity of brain 
required in order to keep pace with the times and to secure a 


continuance of business. The average British ironmonger carries 
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on his business in a somewhat smaller way than his American 
brother, preferring, wherever possible, either to retain the grip 
of the business himself or to conduct his retail establishment as a 
private limited liability company, frequently being prejudiced 
against the development into large household stores; but although 
the British ironmonger has a rooted antipathy to stores and the 
universal providers who seem to have siezed hold of a little of the 
business of almost every retail tradesman, it cannot be denied 
that the tendency of the present day is to develop and extend. 
That development and extension takes the form of adding first 
one branch and then another ; embracing little by little those trades 
closely allied to Hardware which have been allowed to let slip 
in the past. It is an unfortunate fact that the average iron- 
monger of the past was too cautious to take up freely new devel- 
opments, and too conservative to affect reforms in his methods 
of doing business whereby he might be in a position to add goods, 
which, under the old methods of conducting trade, were almost 
impossible, 
DEVELOPMENT IN THE WORKSHOP. 


Within recent years an English ironmonger’s workshop con- 
sisted chiefly in the employment of tinmen, locksmiths and bell- 
hangers (crank). Occasionally a larger firm would employ a 
coppersmith and sometimes a blacksmith. The tools and work- 
shop outfit used precluded the possibility of manufacturing new 
goods at prices which would compete with the larger wholesale 
firms. Want of tools and plant, as well as want of technical edu- 
cation, prevented the average middle-aged workman from taking 
up such branches as electrical work, plumbing, hot water, modern 
gas-fitting, and, indeed, any of the advanced working departments 
which entailed scientific knowledge and the application of some- 
thing more than a knowledge of the use of tools. The average 
ironmonger was helpless, inasmuch as he had not been taugm vo 
study modern theory and practice, nor had he then learned the 
advantages of acquiring a trade library. Much of this apathy has 
been overcome and the impetus which has been given of late 
years to electricity, ventilation, sanitation and such modern sci- 
ences has caused the younger generation of ironmongers to en- 
quire into these questions and to ascertain why plumbing, gas- 
fitting and such like have been allowed to slip away from the es- 
tablished Hardwareman. The arrangements which have already 
been made by several local associations whereby gas companies 
have agreed to give up a certain portion of their work and allow 
ironmongers a commission upon sales of stoves and the introduc- 
tion of new business, have given encouragement and there is 
every probability that, not only in the sale of gas stoves, lighting 
and heating fittings, etc., but also in the carrying out of larger 
undertakings, the ironmongers of the future will become contrac- 
tors. The same energy is now being shown as regards electric 
lighting and heating, as well as the supply of power. In order to 
effect all these and to enable them to carry out other important 
contracts ironmongers are showing themselves willing to im- 
prove their plants, and manufacturers of lathes, stocks and dies, 
drilling machines, and the larger tinmen’s machines state that the 
demand for such improved workshop fittings is increasing. 

CHRISTMAS BUSINESS. 

During the past few weeks retail ironmongers have given up 
some portion of their establishments to the sale of toys and fancy 
goods and Christmas presents are enquired after freely just now; 
many buyers preferring to give useful and ornamental Hardware 
goods and household appointments instead of more perishable ar- 
ticles which have been so long associated with Christmas gifts, 
Many of the English ironmongers’ windows at the present 
moment are well filled with Christmas goods and you will, doubt- 
less, be interested to know that a large number of American nov- 
elties are very conspicuous; the utility of some of the domestic 
and labor-saving appliances which have their origin in the United 
States are much appreciated by British housewives. 


UNIFORMITY IN THE SIZE OF CATALOGUES DESIRED. 


The movement which has recently been made in New York by 
the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association to establish a uni- 
form size of catalogues will meet with appreciation in this coun- 
try, for one of the great drawbacks which ironmongers have ex- 
perienced is the uneven sizes and want of standardization in re- 
spect of catalogues and lists. A uniform system would greatly 
facilitate the keeping of lists and catalogues, especially if a better 
method of classification could be adopted so that ironmongers 
might readily refer to the right catalogue for the goods they had 
received enquiries about. One of the weak points of the business

want of office routine generally brought about by an inefficient 
clerical staff; in fact, until quite recently the English ironmonger 
was his own bookkeeper, and typists and lady clerks are even 
now somewhat of a rarity in the establishments of small iron- 
mongers. Progress in the office department is badly needed and 
much valuable time is lost by the principal attempting to carry 
out too much of the small details of business routine, and, 
consequently, neglecting the more important part of the shop 
management, leaving himself but little time to think out schemes 
of business advancement and trade development.

THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 

December is keeping up the year’s record with a very satis- 
factory volume of trade and it looks as if 1905 would be a record 
breaker in many. ways. The demand for Winter goods has been 
somewhat delayed owing to the unusually mild weather and yet 
we are surprised to see what a quantity of Snow Shovels has 
been sold. The cold weather of last year cleaned out the Retail- 
ers’ stocks so low that they have been obliged to anticipate their 
wants for this season and the present Winter is still so young 
that there is a fair prospect of stocks being similarly closed out 
this season. The most obvious fact of the present market is its 
strength as prices in most lines are very firm and advancing 
from day to day. Copper goods especially have scored very 
tmiatked advances and higher prices are freely predicted. These 
advances are by no means confined to Copper and Brass but al- 
most all Hardware is being marked up in price and there seems 
to be every indication that these advances will be well maintained 
for at least the first six months of 1906 and perhaps much longer. 
The general outlook apparently assures a good trade and pre- 
parations are now being made to handle an unusually large volume 
of business in 1906.

THE CLEVELAND TRADE. 

With three to five stores in the same place selling the same 
brands of goods one of them may cut a price to secure custom, 
which results in to all. As a relief from this, special 
brands were introduced, and this has greatly modified such evils. 
This applies to jobbers and retailers alike. If special brands were 
inferior in quality, neither jobbers or retailers would want them. 
The introduction of special brands has resulted in improvement 
in style and quality, as both jobbers and retailers have given spec- 
ial attention to make such improvements. The most careful 
attention is given to the quality of any article which is to be 
identified with the firm name, and with all good houses their 
special brand is a recommendation of quality. Wildcat brands 
not identified by any responsible names have discredited special 
brands. If inferior goods are sent out with manufacturers or 
jobbers brands the sale will be short lived. There is no more 
sure road to defeat than dealing in goods of inferior quality. 
Whoever handles the highest grade of goods that can be mar- 
keted is on the way to success, because he identifies himself with 
quality. The tendency is toward better things rather than 
cheaper. A poor tool is dear at any price. An inferior machine 
in place of a good one is an imposition and fraud. Poor binding 
twine in the harvest field causes expensive delay at a critical 
time and endangers the crop.

Selling a 
poor article hurts the reputation while selling a good one is a 
recommendation for the seller. A fair deal benefits both seller 
and buyer The people are able to pay for the best goods and they 
want them. The passion for cheapness has cheapened the seller, 
as well as the article sold, and makes the purchaser feel cheap 
when he finds he was sold, with the article.

THE SAN FRANCISCO TRADE. 
It is now the middle of December and the winter lull in trade 
which usually makes its appearance about the last of November 
has not yet arrived.

This would also be an interest- 
ing feature of the convention from the retailer’s standpoint, and 
it would be an incentive for the retailer to attend the conven- 
tion. It could be arranged to have an industrial fair on a small 
scale, and one night could be opened to the public who are in- 
terested in Hardware,” and, continued President Bennett, “I 
should be in favor of inviting the architects, contractors and car- 
penters to visit the fair and inspect the exhibits.”

This item contemplates a different type of brotherly fellow- 
ship than the one next following implies: Over the bay in Oak- 
land the Hardware Association members are members of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, and this organization decided this week 


to assist the local labor unions in raising funds to entertain the 
State Federation of Labor when that organization holds its an- 


nual meeting there the first week of next month. The Mer- 
chants’ Exchange adopted resolutions declaring itself in favor 
of the convention and directed its committee to aid the commit- 


tee of the Unions in raising funds.” 
F. B. Dickson, traveling man and organizer for the California 
Retail Hardware Association, speaks for the good of the order 


in this way: “It is certainly surprising to see so much selfish- 
ness and shortsightedness among many Hardware merchants of 
the State. There are some, and no small number at that, who 
have that amount of selfishness in their dispositions that they 
are jealous if the competitor across the street gets any trade at 


all, and many have gone to the extreme of slashing prices. in- 
juring himself in order to keep the other from doing business 
at a profit. Is it not time for association work? Is it not time 
for unions and general meetings to talk over matters with the 
man across the street? What is this all leading to, if not loss 
of trade, loss of money and loss of self-interest?” 


All the principal Hardwaremen of San Francisco are members 


of the Merchants’ Exchange of San Francisco, and two days ago 
this organization received from President Roosevelt an auto- 
graph letter relating to China, the exclusion laws and _ boycott. 


It was a responsive letter to one the President had received from 
the Exchange. Concerning the Chinese boycott of American 
goods and also the exclusion laws the President expressed him- 
self by writing that this Government must do justice as well as 
exact justice, and that Chinese laborers should be excluded, but 
that the exempt classes of Chinese should be treated courteously. 
If the exclusion laws need to be amended the American mer- 
chants, he says, must exercise their influence for amendment 
through their “own representatives in the Senate and House, by 
way of making such changes in the exclusion law as to prevent 
the injustice and humiliation to which the Chinese who do not 
belong to the coolie class have been subjected in coming to this 
country. If you and all the other American merchants who are 
injured by the boycott will urge upon your representatives im 
Congress to do away with the cause of the boycott, you will prob- 
ably succeed.” The President adds that the immigration de- 
partment has acted with utmost harshness toward the Chinese, 
the fault resting ultimately with mistaken public opinion. 

The Merchants’ Exchange speedily called a general meeting and 
gave prompt asquiescence to the President’s views by adopting 
resolutions favoring such amendments to the exclusion laws 4s 
would cause them to conform to what the Chief Executive deem- 
ed right and just. INDUSTRIAL Press ASSOCIATION.

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PITTSBURG’S FIRST AXES AND SHOVELS.

Page ction of iron and steel and the articles that are made 
from ticse products. It may be said with propriety that the 
introd n of the business in the United States had its in- 
cipiency there, but along with those others to whom the credit 
of the business belongs the names of the pioneers in this busi- 
ness arc seldom mentioned, for they were pioneers and served 
only to pave the way for the substantial men who builded upon 
the fou lation that they laid. 

This tact is gathered, says the Jron and Machinery |Vorld, trom 
the manuscript of a biography written by Oren Waters in 18600, 
which ; just come to light, in which he recounts the preiod of 
his active carreer from the time of his arrival in the vicinity of 
Pittsburg and his life while he lived in that city from the year 
1824 to the date of the manuscript. He moved to Pittsburg June 
8 1824, and entered into partnership with his brother in the man- 
ufacture of axes and shovels. 


business did not pay well; there was little de-

mand for the product. The price of iron was high and there 
was no money in the country. At one time it was possible 
to exchange one coal shovel for a barrel of flour or 100 bush- 
els of coal. Handles for the shovels had to be hauled from 
Philadelphia by wagon and were very expensive. It was this 
circumstance that led us into the manutacture of other articles 
and we added axes to the list. 

These were the first axes that were manufactured in the city 


of Pittsburg. All the work was done by hand, and it was con- 
sidered a good day’s work if two hands were able to forge six 
axes, and even at this the axes were not polished and were sold 
as they came from the forge. 

The biography then goes on to state that the business was 
improved by the introduction of a grindstone and polishing ar- 
rangement, the addition of the manufacture of picks, shovels, 
mattocks and “scoops” to be drawn by oxen, for the purpose of 
excavating the Pennsylvania canal. 

It was here that the “furnace fire” and the modern method of 
forging was originated and is described by Mr. Water as follows: 

“It c 
of about 3x4 feet and three feet high. 


msisted of a brick wall being built up forming a square 
The inside of the wall 


being filled up with earth about two feet and on top of this 
earth was set what is called an air chest or box. It is made of 
sheet iron bent around and riveted together, forming a box 
about 12x15, or 18 inches square and 12 inches depth, being 
open at the top. A set of grate bars was then made of small 


bars of iron strongly riveted at each end to plates of iron, thus 
forming a grating of the right size to completely cover the air 
box. 

“This grating being laid on the box, the space on each side 
of the box was now filled up with brick and clay to keep it 
secure in its place, leaving the ends open, for the purpose of 
introducing the wind into one and cleaning out the ashes at the 
other. And now walls are built around this grating with fire 
brick, forming a furnace with a small opening at each end to 
shove in the coke for the fire and one at each side to put in and 
out the axe. The top of this furnace being covered over with 
fire brick. 


“Il have been thus particular in describing this fixture, not 
to give information about its structure, because every mechanic 
acquainted with the working of iron at the present date knows 
all about it, but because it was the first fire on that principle 
ever built in Pittsburg, and from that small beginning has come 
into general use. But a more important part has yet to be told 
connected with this. 

“You will see at once that all this fixture will be of no use 
without air or wind to fill the air chest. Well, the plan we 
started out on at that time was to set two pair of common-size 
bellows side by side with the pipes of each centering into the 
air chest. And the chest, sufficient to keep up a lively fire and 
take a good heat. So that the whole fixed together was a decided 
Improvement in the way of making axes. After some few months 
working in this way I thought that it would be better to use 
steam power to blow the bellows and dispense with the two men. 

“Accordingly by the means of cranks and long rod of iron the 
Power was carried from the engine to the bellows, consequently 
saving labor of two men. This way of forging axes was 
continued about six years without any improvement, though in 
Consequence of Eastern axes being sent there, some short time 
alter, we had to pay more attention to the finishing part, the 
grinding and the polishing became more important. I have been 


particular in speaking of axes, not from their importance to us at 
that time, but from its being the introduction of the business in 
and the manner of making them.

and knives for cutting straw. But little improvements, however, 
were made in the shovel department. Some little attempts were 
made at grinding some of them and of grinding the straps into 
their flat state before the handle was put in, but this was of but 
little account.” 

The great fire of 1845 completely wiped out the business and 
rendered them almost bankrupt, and soon after an epidemic 
of cholera swept over the city and Asa Water died with the 
disease, but the brother continued in the business, starting up at 
Lawrenceville. Here he added one of the greatest improvements 
known to the business, the tilt hammer. Of this he says: “Hither- 
to our shovels had been a very poor article, but little better than 
sheet iron | had long felt anxious to make some im- 
provement in them, accordingly I got up a tilt hammer and 
sledge for planishing the plates after they were rolled, thereby 
smoothing and stiffening them. This was the first hammer of 
the kind ever gotten up in Pittsburg, and the forerunner of the 
many tilt hammers now in use for the various pruposes of work- 
ing iron and steel. In addition to the hammer we introduced 
the plan of pressing the shovels into shape. This we did by means 
of a screw press, having dies made of cast iron of proper size and 
shape for the different sizes of shovels we made. The drop press 
has been introduced since, and, I believe, is in general use now.

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THE SUGGESTION SYSTEM AND WHAT IT HAS ACCOM- 
PLISHED. 


How to get the benefit of your employes’ brains as well as the 
output of their hands is the problem which has been solved by 
the National Cash Register Company at its factory in Dayton, O. 

The means of solving the problem is the “suggestion system,” 
which has in recent years been adopted to a greater or less ex- 


tent in other factories. 


The scheme of securing suggestions from employes has been 
carried out to a very complete extent at the N. C. R. factory, and 
arrangements have been made by which any suggestion from any 
member of the organization is easily and quickly brought to the 
attention of the authorities. The employes have taken hold 
with marked enthusiasm, and each year thousands of suggestions 
are received. For handling these and all complaints as well, a 
department of complaints and suggestions has been organized. 
A head, an assistant head, and several stenographers and clerks 
are kept busy receiving, recording and investigating these sug- 
gestions and complaints which are made. 

Any employe desiring to make a suggestion for the betterment 
of the tcols, methods or output in his own or another department, 
writes it out on a piece of paper and drops it into a suggestion 
box; or, if he prefers, he writes it out on a manifolding autogra- 
phic register. In all cases the employe signs his name to a 
suggestion, and also the name of the department in which he ts 
employed. The suggestion boxes and autographic registers are 
distributed in all departments, and suggestions are collected from 
them twice a week by a representative of the Suggestion and 
Complaint Committee. Upon the receipt of a suggestion it is 
given a number, entered in a book provided for that purpose. 
The secretary of the committee then refers it to the head of the 
department to which the maker of the suggestion belongs, or to 
the party most directly interested, not disclosing the name of the 
suggester. It frequently happens that the suggestion concerns 
more than one department, in which investigated 
through all of the departments and its bearing on each consider- 
The original suggestion is never sent with the correspond- 


case it 1s 


ed. 
ence during the investigation, but it is retained in the office of 
the committee and a copy is made for investigation purposes, or 
the subject matter is embodied in the correspondence. 

If, upon investigation, the suggestion proves practicable, it is 
put into effect and the originator 1s notified by letter, which 
authorizes him to receive one dollar from the cashier in payment 
for the suggestion. If, on the other hand the suggestion is re- 
jected, the author is duly notified. 

Where possible the reasons for rejection are given and in 
either case the suggester is encouraged to try again. At the end 
of each quarter the best suggestions are selected from those adopt- 
ed during the three months past. and forty-four quarterly prizes 
are awarded. The amounts of these prizes vary from time to 
time. At present the value of the quarterly prizes is $750. 
Twenty-five prizes aggregating $450 are offered to the employes 
in making the division. ‘Twelve prizes aggregating $200 are offer- 
ed to the employes in the office division and seven prizes aggre- 
gating $100 are offered to the members of the selling force. The 
prizes in both the making division and the office include a first 
and a second prize for foremen, heads of departments and 
assistants. They are eligible to compete for these prizes only. 

The value of the “suggesiion system” as carried out in the N. C. 
R. plant has been demonstrated again and again. The opera- 
tion of the system involves a large expenditure of money, and 
the Company paid out in prizes from 1899 to 1904, inclusive, 
the sum of $12,897. Besides there is the cost of the maintenance 
of the Complaint and Suggestion Department. In spite of this 
large outlay, however, the Company has found the suggestion 
system one of its best paying investments. Suggestions are being 
made continually which result in the cutting down of expenses 
or doing away with needless labor and the constant improvement 
of the factory’s output. 

A few examples of the suggestions may prove interesting. In 
the Indicator Department, where are printed the metal parts of the 
register which indicate the amount of the transaction recorded, 
it had been the practice for years to mix a certain kind of ink 
by stirring them in a bucket, then straining through a cloth. One 
of the women employes thinking this could be done better and 
more economically by machine, devised an apparatus, drew the 
plans and turned them over to the Company. As a result the ink 
is now quickly and cheaply strained by a machine. 

In this same department it was formerly the practice to paste 
on the indicators paper letters and figures, which were then 
varnished over. One of the girls suggested that these characters 
be printed. The suggestion was found practicable and the work 


is now being done by printing presses, with a great saving of 


time and labor. 
Throughout the factory departments, machinists and helpers 
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and men of all ranks are constantly devising improy cients jn 
little parts of the registers, doing away with a need lot of 
machine work; punching a hole instead of drilling it venting 
new parts to simplify the mechanism and improving th chines. 


In the Typewriting Department the girls are constavily sug- 
gesting ways of saving time and labor, and in the office Jivisions 
new schemes for counting and recording are consta being 
worked out. As one specific instance of how great a ng one 
suggestion made, it might be well to cite a suggesti ecently 
made by which the expense of supplies for a certai ind of 
register is reduced nine cents per machine. This meat saving 
of $1,200 a year at the present time. 

The pecuniary value to the company is not the only valuable 
result of the system. Under its encouragement th: iployes 
are taught to think for themselves and become more efficient 
workers. At the same time the man or woman who | rigin- 
ality is brought to the attention of the management, in this 
way 1s placed in direct line for promotion. The vestion 
system has proved an unqualified success at the N. C. actory, 
Its enthusiastic adoption at other plants has been a sincere demon- 
stration as to its value. 

THE INVENTOR AND THE BUSINESS MAN 

The combination of the inventor and the business ; exists 
in larger numbers than is generally known. ‘The es nee of 
this condition is due to the fact that the productions such. a 
combination are perfected and take their place in the market 
with less of the argument and discussion than is needed ‘re the 
inventor must bring his ideas to the attention of the business man, 
who is slow to adopt something that will cost to develop and 
place on the market. Many business men, says the Metal |Vork- 


er, have just as much enterprise in seeking for new thines to at- 


tract the buyer as the inventor. They have the advant after 
demonstrating whether or not their new ideas and_ productions 
are based on sound principles and would be of practical operation, 
of knowing whether or not they have the all important commer- 
cial value which would warrant the expenditure of rketing 
them. The inventor, unfortunately, in far too many cases, be- 
comes so inbued with his idea that he is convinced of value 


of the completed article; usually he does not possess the commer. 


cial sympathy which would tell him in the face of competition 
and when compared in price with articles in common use his ex- 
cellent articles have nothing to recommend them to the buyer, 
who brings a cold business judgment to bear on whatever 1s 
brought to his consideration. 

Invention is not governed by any monopoly and often the in- 
ventor is disgusted that he is not accorded a more genial reception. 


If he knew, however, that a number of other inventors in dif 
ferent sections had brought out the same idea, that the merits 
of the case had already been investigated a number of times and 
that unsuccessful efforts had been made to learn method 
of making the invention not only practical but of commercial 
vho has 


some 


value he would have more regard for the business man 
little time to give more than a hearing to the first explanation of 
what the inventor has to offer. The inventor often enters the 
lists then as a competitor to manufacture and sell his device. 
Here is a field in which he may be a novice, and even if he is 


a successful business man in some other line he must of necessity 
learn the conditions and customs in the line in which h 
become identified. Here is where many excellent devices have 
failed to bring in a return equal to the outlay expended upon 
them and the inventor suffers a loss, for the very reason business 
men failed to take up with his invention. In the actual test of 
competition the device is rejected by the buyer. Even when a 
successful device is invented it is one thing to manufacture tt 
and another thing to sell it. To manufacture profitably, means a 
clear knowledge of the best methods, processes and equipment 
and a competent use of them. ‘To sell requires a different kind 
of talent still, and the importance of the selling organization 1s 


aims to 


not infrequently overlooked, with a resulting disadvantage to the 
enterprise. The inventor frequently has occasion for his com- 
plaint that his invention does not receive proper consideration, 
but probably as often he receives as much courtesy as the merits 
of his invention justify.

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the term. Where the term was for a year with rent payable 
monthly, and the party holds on after the year has expired, he is 
held, not for another month, but for another year. 

The right to determine whether a tenant may remain over for 
another period in case of holding over, belongs to the landlord. 

A landlord may, by quietly submitting to the holding over, be 
taken as agreeing, as where he knows that the tenant is holding 
over and accepts rent after the term has expired. Once the 
landlord’s consent, either directly or indirectly given, has created 
a new term, neither landlord nor tenant can thereafter refuse to 
recognized it as existing. ‘Lhe law fixes the tenant's liability for 
the holding over, independently of his intentions. 

The mere fact that the tenant holds over is not of itself suffi- 
cient to make a tenancy from year to year. The landlord must 
In some way recognize the tenancy, by the acceptance of rent, or 
otherwise. In an Illinois case it was held that when a tenant held 
over in order to take possession of certain new premises of the 
landlord, he was only liable for the time he occupied. 

In a New York case, the parties at the time the lease expired 
were negotiating for occupying another portion of the premises at 
a different rent. The Court held that the tenant could not be 
held for another year, if he vacated the premises, under these 
circumstances, in a reasonable time after the negotiations had 


The course open to the landlord in the case of a tenant’s hold- 
ing over and neglecting or refusing to give up possession, is to 
bring action for ejectment and damages. 

The terms of the old lease, in case of a new term by holding 
over, govern during the new term. 

If, when the lease is about to expire, the landlord notifies a 
tenant that in case he retains possession after the lease expires 
he will be bound to a new term at increased rent. or on different 
conditions than what were provided in the original lease, and the 
tenant actually holds over, the latter is bound for the new term 
at the increased rent and under the changed conditions. 

Where a sub-tenant holds over, his holding over is taken in the 
law to be the holding over of the tenant himself. his act is taken 
to be the tenant’s own act. 

In one case where, at the end of the term, the landlord took 
possession, but went ahead and collected rent for a series of years 
from sub-tenants of the original lessee and applied the same to- 
wards the payment of the rent due on the original lease, claiming 
that the lessee’s relation had been terminated, a court of equity 
restored the possession to the tenant, and compelled the landlord 
to execute a lease of the premises to the lessee on the same terms 
as the original lease, and to account to the lessee for rents col- 
lected from the sub-tenants. 

It is a serious question that has given the courts much trouble. 
whether a sub-tenant’s holdover against the will of the tenant 
should be construed as a holding over by the tenant himself. 
Cases are conflicting. 

Penalties are imposed in some of the states by statute on ten- 
ants who hold over without permission; these statutes are so 
many and various that it would be impossible here to enumerate 


A mere agreement to give a lease at a future date, does not 
create a tenancy, nor does it give the prospective tenant the right 
to possession. Yet, when the prospective tenant is permitted 
to go into possession under agreement for a lease, a tenancy is 
thereby created. 
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No. 8. HOLDING UNDER AN INVALID LEASE, AND HOLDING OVER. 

W! the lease attempted to be made is invalid, neither the 
landlord nor the tenant has any right under it, and it is as if 
it we lever written, so long as the tenant has not taken poses- 
sion under it. Neither party can go into court and enforce auy 
of its terms. 

However, if the tenant has come into possession of the premises 
under the invalid lease, it will govern the rights of the parties 
in some particulars, though not in all. For instance, a verbal 
lease for five years would be invalid, and neither the landlord nor 
the tenant could enforce its terms, unless the tenant has gone into 
possession under it. If, however, the tenant has gone into pos- 
session under it. the terms of the lease will govern the rights 
and duties of the parties as to the amount of rent to be paid, the 
use to be made of the premises, the matter of making repairs, 
etc.; but the provision as to the length of the term, that is, five 
years. is of no effect. In such a case the tenancy becomes one 
from year to year. 

There is a still further qualification to the general principle as 
laid down: If any of the provisions of the lease are inconsistant 
with a tenaney from year to year, such provisions will not stand. _ failed. 
But where a written lease is executed on Sunday, and the lessee 
enters into possession on that day, the lease is absolutely void 
for all purposes, and reference cannot be had to the lease in de 
termining the terms of the tenancy; so decided in a Wisconsin 
Case 

\ tenancy from year to year under an invalid lease, such as we 
have described, differs from an ordinary tenancy from year to 
year in this: It is the rule that where a tenancy 1s from year to 
year, the parties must give notice to quit, and the notice 1s almost 
universally fixed at six months before the end of the yearly term, 
unless the lease specifies otherwise; in other words, to end a 
tenancy from year to year that runs on indefinitely, notice must 
be given by one party to the other. But in the case of one 
holding possession under an invalid lease (which the law declares 
to be «a tenancy from year to year notwithstanding its provisions 
for a stated term). the tenancy terminates at the end of the time 
fixed by an invalid agreement, without any notice to quit. 

For 3 stance, suppose | rent you property from year to year 
for an indefinite time. To terminate the tenancy, notice must be 
g1Ve1 <« months before the end of one of the yearly periods. 
Now, svopose that I rent you property for five years on a verbal 
lease. A verbal lease for five years is invalid. But suppose you 
have taken possession under that invalid lease. The law says 
that » are a tenant from year to year; but in this case, if you 
are allowed to remain for five years, it is not necessary that a 
notice he given six months before the end of the five years in 
order that the tenancy from year to year terminate then. 

In one case a person who cultivated a farm on shares, under a 
verbal agreement. which was void under the statute, to cultrvate 
it three years more on shares. Even though the agreement itself 
was invalid for three years, the person making it having entered them. 
upon the premises, the Court held that a tenancy from year to 
year was established. 

When a tenant remains in possession of leased premises after 
the expiration of the term stated in his lease, he is said to “hold 
Over.’ 

WI a tenant holds over. he is bound for another term at 


the option of the landlord. If the tenancy was from month to 
month. he is held for another month. If it is from year to year, 
or for an indefinite period, he is held for another year. 

The question of when rent is payable does not fix the length of 


In determining what law governs in the matter of leases. it 
should be borne in mind that the law of the state in which the 
premises are situated, and not the state where the parties reside 
or make the contract, governs the rights and liabilities of the 
parties.

THE BUILDER’S DEBT TO ELECTRICITY. 

There are few problems in daily life which attract as much 
attention as those relating to our own personal comforts. In the 
home, these comforts, in a sense, must be provided. In business 
c'rcles they have not been enjoyed until recently. The building 
trades have given an immense impetus through the advent of 
electricity. The rise in real estate values, the greater value of the 
buildings constructed for business purposes, and the advantages 
at present in the transaction of all business, reflects great honor 
upon the initiators of the original movement in this direction. 
All fields of conservative work are effected but slowly by inno- 
vations. The first tall buildings in New York, says Electricity, 
are now dwarfted into insignificance in comparison with those 
which came later, yet it was considered a risk and a sensation 
to attempt to break away fromi the old traditions. England still 
sticks to them to-day and the traveler in that staid old country 
sees nothing but low structures in the very heart of the busiest 
part of London. Tall buildings in New York, which supply the 
means of comfort to thousands of office workers, could never 
have come into existence, nor developed into what threatens to 
be a fixed natural institution, if it were not for influences which 
give rise to them. These influences were primarily dependent 
upon the enormous values, as they were considered, asked for 
small pieces of ground. They were secondartly, the combined 
advantages arising from the use of steel frames and the intro- 
duction of electricity for a host of purposes. Of course the 
manufacturer of typewriters claims the throne of honor as the 
business benefactor of mankind Then follows the telephone com- 
pany. After these come the elevator concern, the electric light 
and power company, the electric lamp, annunciator. bell and 
telegraph company, etc., until the list stretches out to the very 
sticks and stones of which the building is composed. This is 
not the attitude, however, which leads to a serious estimate of 
the greatest influence at work in promoting, on the one hand. the 
great apartment houses, apartment hotels, and hotels proper; 
and on the other hand, the remarkable palaces of business. erect- 
ed in the downtown or commercial districts of every large Amer- 
ican city, particularly New York and Chicago. 

There are few who would deny that if the choice were to be 
made by a home seeker between an apartment house without 
telephones and electric lights and one supplied with all these ac- 
cessories that, for equal rents or even slightly higher demands, 
there would be any hesitation in choosing the more modern 
place. 

This is the keynote to the situation. The idea of modernness 
is associated with the improvements the present age has supplied 


Not only must the home at present possess these essentials to a 
greater or less degree, but the office building without them would be 
on its facea failure. The builder and the architect have long recog- 
nized these facts and they now co-operate with the steam expert, 
the elevator builder and the electrical expert in supplying just 
as much and, if possible, a little more than their competitors 
in the same field. The swiftly moving elevator in our tallest 
office buildings. called in many instances an express, is dependent 
upon electric power for the faculty with which it performs its 
work. The lighting problem of all fine office buildings 1s em- 
phatically an electric one. The ventilation in many cases be- 
longs to the same category, while the telephone, ticker and signal- 
ing devices in the Wall Street district are matters of course. Lhe 
builder’s debt to electricity is as great in some respects as his 
obligation to those who supply him with the masonry and steel 
for the gigantic monoliths his ingenuity successfully constructs. 


HAVE ONE PRICE AND STICK TO IT. | 

It is an assertion frequently made that an article has two prices, 
what it is worth and what it will fetch. Under certain circum- 
stances this may be the case. as, for instance, at a forced bank- 
ruptcy sale where goods may be sold at one-half of their value, 
but it is a bad commentary on a merchant, when business 1s nor- 
mal, to hear it stated of him that he has two prices for his goods, 
what he asks and what he takes for them. Such a man soon gets 
well known, and, for this reason, even when he asks what ts a fait 
price on an article, he rarely succeeds in getting it, because custom- 
ers, knowing how he can be beaten down in his prices, will not buy 
from him until he has made some concession in the price. How 
much better it would have been had he taken a decided stand 
at the first and refuse to lower his price, even though he lost tne 
sale by so doing. As some compensation for this he would have 
gained the respect of the community at large, and he would have 
found that by degrees, provided that he adhered to his decision to 
have only one price, he was drawing the trade of the most de- 
sirable customers in the town and locality. People like to deal 
with a man of this kind because the feel that all his customers will 
be treated alike and no favors or concessions will be granted to 
one more than to another. This applies to harnessmakers Just 
as much as to other merchants, and should be an encouragement 
to those weak-kneed members of the trade who are always mak- 
ing unnecessary concessions to a customer for fear of losing @ 
sale. If your goods are worth the price you ask for them, don't 
be bull-dozed into taking less and thus wronging yourself and 
your family and doing the trade in general an immeasurable 11- 
jury.—Canadian Harness and Carriage Journal,
